18 shall contain the date and time of application for transfer of
19 the firearm; the date of the transfer; the description, serial
20 number or other information identifying the firearm if no
21 serial number is available; and, if the transfer was completed
22 within this State, the transferee's Firearm Owner's
23 Identification Card number. On demand of a peace officer such

24 transferor shall produce for inspection such record of
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transfer.

(c) The provisions of this Section regarding the transfer
of firearm ammunition shall not apply to those persons
specified in paragraph (b) of Section 2 of this Act.
